To  His  Excellency  John  A.   Andrew,    Governor  and    Com- 
mander-in-  Chief: 

Sir, — I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  to  your  Excellency  the 
Fifth  Annual  Report  from  this  department,  in  obedience  to  your 
order  that  the  same  should  be  transmitted  on  the  first  of 
December,  each  year. 

The  return  of  peace  has  brought  to  this  office  relief  from  the 
arduous  duties  and  necessary  anxieties  incident  to  a  condition 
of  war,  but  the  suggestive  and  energetic  policy  early  inaugurated 
by  your  Excellency  for  the  relief  of  the  soldier  in  the  field  and 
his  care  and  welfare  on  discharge  from  the  service,  promptly 
and  warmly  seconded  by  legislative  action,  has  kept  this 
department  constantly  occupied. 

Bj  section  15,  chapter  219,  Acts  and  Resolves  of  the  general 
court,  1861,  the  duties  of  Surgeon-General  are  prescribed  by  the 
Commander-in-Chief,  and  he  may,  under  approval,  appoint 
such  assistants  as  may  be  required.  No  great  reduction,  how- 
.  ever,  in  the  clerical  force  of  tliis  department  could  be  made  at 
present  without  detriment  to  the  public  good,  owing  to  the  con- 
stant applications  for  information  which  its  records  are  able  to 
afford,  and  to  the  continued  organization  and  carrying  out  of 
plans  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  have  faithfully  and  honorably 
served  the  country. 

I  have  the  honor  in  an  Appendix  to  submit  for  information 
and  record  the  names  of  all  medical  officers  examined  and 
commissioned  since  the  date  of  my  last  Report,  or  who  have 
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been  mustered  out  by  expiration  of  service  or  honorable  dis- 
charge, including  a  full  roster  of  the  medical  staff  in  the 
volunteer  service  of  Massachusetts,  from  the  commencement  of 
the  war  to  the  date  of  my  Report.

It  is  gratifying  to  notice,  that  at  the  head  of  the  above  list  of 
meritorious  Surgeons  stands  the  name  of  a  distinguished  officer, 
whose  loyalty,  courtesy,  energy  and  executive  ability  have  been 
greatly  instrumental  in  bringing  the  medical  corps  of  the  army 
to  a  condition  securing  the  confidence  of  the  government,  and 
the  lasting  gratitude  of  the  country. 

It  is  to  be  remembered  that  no  medical  officer  has  ever  been 
commissioned  in  the  service  of  Massachusetts  without  a  com- 
pliance with  the  orders  of  the  War  Department,  and  no 
consideration  has  ever  been  allowed  by  your  Excellency  to  enter 
into  the  matter  of  appointment  save  that  of  professional  qualifi- 
cation and  integrity  of  character.  It  is  a  satisfaction  to  add, 
in  the  exigency  summoning  so  many  medical  men  from  the 
ordinary  duties  incident  to  civil  life  to  the  untried  hardships  of 
the  camp  and  field,  that  no  troops  were  ever  cared  for  with  more 
skill  and  faithfulness  than  the  volunteer  regiments  in  the  service 
from  Massachusetts. 

Some  among  the  most  gifted  of  the  medical  staff  from  this 
State  have  rendered  up  their  lives  in  the  discharge  of  their  duty  ; 
others  remain  in  high  positions  in  the  service  of  their  country  ; 
many  have  returned  to  their  homes,  resuming,  with  increased 
opportunities  for  usefulness,  their  former  places  and  occupation, 
whilst  all,  with  rare  exceptions,  are  remembered  with  respect 
and  gratitude,  and  should  receive  that  consideration  to  which 
their  sacrifices  and  faithful  service  entitle  them. 

It  is  proper  that  I  should  again  call  attention  to  the  voluntary 
labors  of  the  Medical  Commission  of  the  State,  a  Board  of 
Surgeons  for  the  examination  of  candidates  for  the  medical 
staff,  and  remind  your  Excellency  how  readily  and  cordially 
they  have  responded  at  all  times  and  on  every  occasion  to  the 
duties  imposed  upon  them  early  in  the  war.  With  the  knowl- 
edge of  your  high  appreciation  of  their  patriotic  and  valuable 
services,  I  am  happy  in  adding  the  expression  of  my  constant 
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obligation  to  them  for  counsel  and  advice,  and  to  bear  record 
that,  during  the  whole  period  of  their  service,  they  have  been 
unremitting  in  their  desire  to  maintain  the  efficiency  of  the 
service  and  the  credit  of  the  profession,  by  a  judicious  selection 
of  proper  candidates  for  commission. 

The  services  of  a  Board  of  Examining  Surgeons  will  continue 
to  be  required  by  the  State  in  the  organization  of  the  volunteer 
regiments  of  militia  under  the  law,  requiring  all  candidates  for 
the  medical  staff  to  be  examined  previous  to  being  commissioned- 

Under  General  Order,  No.  15,  the  following  Surgeons  were 
detailed,  and  ordered  to  report  to  the  commanding  officers  of  the 
several  commands,  performing  camp  duty  under  the  requirements 
of  the  militia  law  : —

Requisitions  for  medical  stores  and  hospital  supplies  for  the 
above  commands  were  duly  made,  and  the  amount  expended 
accounted  for,  and  the  several  reports  of  the  Surgeons  are  on 
file. 

Since  the  re-organization  of  the  militia  two  Surgeons  and  one 
Assistant-Surgeon  having  been  examined  and  approved,  have 
been  commissioned,  viz. : —

By  your  direction  the  same  rules  and  orders  prescribed  by 
the  War  Department  for  the  medical  department  of  the  forces 
U-  S.  A.  will  be  rigidly  insisted  upon  in  the  volunteer  force  of 
the  State. 
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I  have  the  honor,  in  Appendix,  to  submit  a  statement  of  the 
amount  of  property  belonging  to  the  State,  which,  by  legislative 
enactment,  this  department  is  accountable  for. 

The  Surgical  Instruments  in  the  hands  of  the  State  Pur- 
veyors, are  of  the  best  kind,  in  good  order,  and  ready  for 
emergencies  as  they  may  arise. 

On  May  1st,  1865,  soon  after  the  issuing  of  the  Order  of  the 
War  Department,  calling  for  a  curtailment  in  the  expenses  of 
the  several  departments,  the  Military  State  Agents  were  written 
to,  by  your  order,  recommending  for  the  future  a  greatly 
reduced  expenditure,  and  inculcating  the  necessity  of  limiting 
the  same  to  the  actual  wants  of  the  soldiers  in  the  field. 

Three  of  the  four  military  agencies,  since  then,  have  been 
closed,  viz. :  that  at  Baltimore,  on  the  31st  day  of  May  ;  that  at 
Philadelphia,  on  the  81st  of  July ;  and  that  at  New  York,  on 
the  1st  of  November ;  all  of  the  above  having  been  continued 
as  long  as  it  was  deemed  to  be  for  the  advantage  of  our  soldiers 
in  their  several  departments.  Soon  after  closing  that  at  Balti- 
more, the  death  of  the  estimable  and  faithful  Agent,  William 
Robinson,  Esq.,  occurred. 

The  agency  at  Washington,  under  the  superintendence  of 
Lieut.  Col.  Gardiner  Tufts,  is  still  in  operation,  but  at  a  much 
diminished  cost. 

I  respectfully  inform  your  Excellency,  that  in  the  hands  of 
the  above  Military  Agent,  there  are  now  a  considerable  number 
of  claims  of  soldiers  against  the  General  Government ;  and  he 
is  completing  the  necessary  evidence  requisite  for  their  proper 
adjustment,  in  the  matter  of  pension,  back-pay,  and  the  commu- 
tation of  rations  of  those  who  were  prisoners  of  war.  He  is  also 
the  medium  of  communication  between  the  State  and  General 
Government,  in  matters  where  evidence  is  to  be  procured 
outside  of  each ;  and  his  office  must  continue  to  be  the  resort 
of  all  those  who  have  business  connected  with  the  accounts  of 
our  discharged  soldiers.  The  great  necessity  for  the  continuance 
of  this  agency,  will  be  the  adjustment  of  claims  of  deceased 
soldiers,  tliose  that  are  deferred,  and  officers'  claims. 

I  respectfully  call  your  Excellency's  attention  to  Lieut.  Col. 
Tufts'  full  and  valuable  report,  and  I  trust  the  State  will 
continue  to  avail  itself  of  the  services  of  tliis  upright,  faithful 
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and  energetic  officer,  so  long  as  the  present  necessity  may 
exist. 

The  total  expense  of  all  the  agencies,  for  the  financial  year 
ending  December  1,  1865,  has  been  118,720.10,  exclusive  of 
$2,358.25  received  by  donation  through  this  department. 

I  have  the  honor  of  calling  your  attention  to  the  reports  of 
the  several  Military  Agents,  on  file,  and  to  add  the  expres- 
sion of  my  individual  indebtedness  to  each  of  them  for 
the  economy,  promptness  and  fidelity  displayed  in  their 
administration. 

During  the  last  summer,  by  direction  of  your  Excellency, 
certain  funds  were  placed  in  my  hands,  as  co-trustee  with  Col. 
Francis  L.  Lee,  A.A.D.  C.,  by  Col.  J.  M.  Day,  Provost-Marshal 
of  the  Commonwealth,  for  the  benefit  of  disabled  soldiers  and 
their  families. 

I  respectfully  invite  the  attention  of  your  Excellency  to  the 
accompanying  account  current,  showing  disbursements  of  a  part 
of  this  fund.  I  have  invested  a  portion  of  the  balance  remain- 
ing on  hand  in  U.  S.  7  3-lOths  bonds,  to  be  converted  into  money 
as  occasion  may  require. 

Those  funds  grew  out  of  balances  arising  from  deposits  made 
with  the  Provost-Marshal  of  the  State,  for  the  purpose  of 
procuring  representative  recruits  in  our  army,  during  the  late 
rebellion ;  the  same  having  been  obtained  at  a  less  sum  than 
deposited. 

To  an  appeal  made  to  the  depqsitors  by  your  Excellency, 
through  the  Provost-Marshal,  that  this  unexpended  sum  should 
be  placed  in  my  hands  for  the  relief  of  the  families  of  disabled 
soldiers,  and  particularly  for  such  as  had  just  escaped  froin  the 
privation  and  suffering  of  rebel  prisons,  a  most  generous  and 
noble  response  was  returned. 

In  some  instance  the  parties  thus  applied  to,  not  only 
promptly  yielded  the  proportion  due  them  to  this  beneficent 
work,  but  added  further  amounts  to  the  original. 

Charged  by  your  Excellency  with  this  additional  responsi- 
bility, I  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  amount  thus  far 
expended,  and  place  in  your  hands  the  certificate  of  Messrs. 
Clarke  and  Baker,  severally  of  the  Auditor's  and  Treasury 
Departments,  who  have  examined  and  audited  the  account. 
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I  can  only  add,  that  it  has  been  my  honest  endeavor  to  carry 
out,  m  the  disposition  of  these  funds,  the  wishes  and  views  of 
those  loyal  and  benevolent  citizens  who  responded  so  cordially 
to  the  suggestions  of  your  Excellency. 

On  January  6,  of  the  present  year,  the  following  Order  was 
issued  by  the  Adjutant-General  of  the  State  : — 

Head-Quakters,  Boston,  January  6,  1865. 
[General  Order,  Fo.  1.] 

Disabled  officers  and  men  of  our  army  have  difficviltj,  upon  their 
return  to  civil  life,  in  finding  employment  for  their  support,  many  being 
prevented  by  wounds  or  sickness  from  resuming  their  former  occupations. 

These  cases  are  of  painful  frequency,  and  it  has  cost  much  anxious 
thought  to  devise  some  method  of  aiding  to  place  them  in  positions 
where  such  labor  as  they  are  still  capable  of  performing  may,  with 
their  Government  pensions,  render  them  independent. 

Confident  of  the  full  co-operation  of  the  people  of  Massachusetts  in 
this  undertaking,  It  is  ordered,  that  a  Registry  be  estabhshed,  in  the 
Office  of  the  Surgeon- General,  of  our  disabled  officers  and  men,  in 
which  Registry  each  case  wUl  be  noted  as  follows : 

Name. — Age. — Former  occupation. — Occupation  sought. — Date  and 
place  of  enlistment. — Term  of  service. — Character  of  disability. — 
References. — Present  address. 

Files  will  also  be  opened  where  credentials  of  military  and  moral 
character  and  practical  efficiency  may  be  filed. 

Any  person  having  at  his  disposal  a  situation  which  might  be  filled  by 
one  of  these  disabled  men,  is  invited  to  consult  this  registry  and  file,  and 
is  called  upon  to  neglect  no  opportunity  to  assist  those  who  have  so 
richly  deserved  our  gratitude. 

The  success  of  this  system  should  prove  to  every  soldier  of  Massa- 
chusetts, that  his  State  and  its  people  readily  acknowledge,  and 
earnestly  discharge,  their  obligation  to  their  defenders  in  the  field. 

In  the  manner  proposed  by  this  Order,  by  the  aid  of  the  Surgeon- 
General,  many  disabled  soldiers  have  already  received  employment; 
but  it  is  thought  desirable  now  to  attempt  the  work  systematically,  and 
with  more  public  effort.

In  obedience  to  the  above  Order,  a  registry  was  at  once  estab- 
lished in  this  department,  and  was  continued  under  my  personal 
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observation  until  the  1st  of  May  following ;  but  the  number  of 
applicants  in  search  of  employment  increased  so  rapidly,  that  it 
was  found  necessary  to  procure  another  room  for  the  proper 
transaction  of  this  business. 

Not  being  able  to  dispense  with  the  services  of  any  of  the 
clerks  in  charge  of  the  various  departments  of  the  office,  on 
proper  recommendation,  T.  H.  Amiable,  late  Captain  26th 
Massachusetts  Volunteers,  was  temporarily  placed  in  charge 
of  the  same,  a  careful  supervision  being  still  maintained  by 
myself.  On  his  resignation,  1st  of  October,  D.  S.  Walker,  late 
13th  Massachusetts  Volunteers,  honorably  discharged  by  expira- 
tion of  term  of  service,  was  transferred  from  this  office  to  the 
above. 

No  appropriation  having  been  made  by  the  legislature,  to 
meet  the  expenses  incident  to  the  proper  carrying  out  of  the 
plan  suggested  by  your  Excellency,  of  finding  employment  for 
our  returned  soldiers,  who  had  been  honorably  discharged,  the 
work  was  for  some  time  performed  by  the  clerical  force  of  this 
department,  under  my  immediate  supervision,  in  addition  to 
their  regular  duties. 

The  funds  which  were  directed  by  your  Excellency  to  be 
placed  in  my  hands,  by  the  Provost-Marshal  of  the  State, 
however,  came  opportunely,  enabling  me,  after  consultation 
with  my  co-trustee,  to  enlarge  our  operations,  and  to  put  tile 
employment  bureau  in  thorough  and  complete  order. 

During  the  past 'summer,  an  association  of  returned  Massa- 
chusetts officers  was  formed  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  and 
assisting  disabled  soldiers,  honorably  discharged,  to  procure 
employment.  On  the  suggestion  and  recommendation  of  their 
Treasurer,  Col.  H.  S.  Russell,  late  5th  Massachusetts  Cavalry,  it 
was  deemed  best  for  the  interest  of  the  undertaking  that  this 
association  should  work  conjointly  with  our  Bureau,  and  Lt. 
George  H.  Quincy  was  deputed  as  their  representative  here, 
and  he  has  rendered  very  material  aid  in  furtherance  of  the 
object,  particularly  in  visiting  manufacturing  districts,  soliciting 
employment  and  furnishing  transportation  to  the  men  after 
situations  have  been  procured. 

Every  effort  was  made  to  interest  the  public  in  this  plan,  and 
I  am  greatly  indebted  to  Colonel  Russell  and  other  gentlemen 
for  their  cooperation  and  assistance. 
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Letters  were  addressed  to  the  mayors  of  the  several  cities  of 
the  Commonwealth  and  to  the  selectmen  of  the  larger  towns, 
calling  their  attention  to  the  complete  success  of  the  Soldiers' 
Messenger  Corps,  and  urging  upon  them  the  propriety  of  giving 
employment  in  a  similar  manner  to  disabled  soldiers  in  their 
localities.  It  is  to  be  presumed  that  the  necessity  of  this  recom- 
mendation was  not  apparent,  as  replies  cordially  sympathizing 
with  this  plan  were  received  from  only  two  cities,  viz.  :  Lynn 
and  Charlestown. 

I  congratulate  your  Excellency  upon  the  successful  result  of 
this  beneficent  work  suggested  by  yourself,  and  refer  you  to  the 
report  of  the  Superintendent  herewith  appended. 

The  cost  of  the  Employment  Bureau,  exclusive  of  what  has 
been  paid  by  the  association  of  officers  referred  to  above,  to 
date,  has  been  $2,051.78,  of  which  amount  11,005.27  was  paid 
from  the  discharged  disabled  soldiers'  fund,  and  from  the 
contingent  of  this  department,  $1,041.51. 

I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  submit  to  your  Excellency  the 
accompanying  report  of  the  Surgeon  in  charge  of  the  State 
Military  Hospital,  Rainsford  Island,  Boston  Harbor. 

Anticipating  that  there  would  be  a  considerable  number  of 
discharged  soldiers  who  would  require  farther  treatment,  either 
on  accoiuit  of  wounds  or  chronic  disease  incurred  in  the  line  of 
duty,  I  had  the  honor  of  respectfully  recommending  to  the 
legislature,  through  the  Committee  of  Finance,  my  views  in 
regard  to  the  necessity  of  making  some  provision  for  this  class  of 
patients.  An  appropriation  was  readily  granted,  and,  on  account 
of  its  superior  hygienic  advantages,  a  commodious  barrack 
on  the  above  named  island  was  put  in  proper  order  for  their 
reception. 

The  State  has  thus,  with  liberality  and  kindness,  kept  her  faith 
towards  those  who,  from  the  circumstances  of  wounds  or  ill 
health  have  been  unable  to  provide  for  themselves  since  their 
discharge,  and  every  comfort  in  the  matter  of  skilful  treatment, 
good  rations  and  proper  quarters  has  been  afforded  them. 
No  irksome  restraint  or  unnecessary  discipline,  beyond  what 
was  proper,  has  been  imposed  upon  the  inmates,  and  their 
friends  have  had  free  access  to  the  island  at  stated  times. 
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I  respoctfiilly  state  further,  that  from  the  first  day  of  the  war 
to  the  date  of  this  Report,  no  soldier  with  a  good  record,  nor  his 
family  if  deserving,  have  ever  made  application  to  the  executive 
department,  or  presented  his  claims  to  this,  supported  by  proper 
recommendations,  and  failed  to  receive  that  consideration  and 
assistance  which  the  circumstances  of  the  case  demanded. 

I  have  the  honor  to  remind  your  Excellency  that  the  whole 
subject  of  provision  for  disabled  soldiers  and  their  families  is 
now  in  the  hands  of  a  committee  appointed  by  the  legislature, 
with  authority  to  investigate  and  report  the  results  of  their 
views  to  the  next  general  court. 

During  the  recess,  the  committee  have  held  open  sittings  and 
have  patiently  and  carefully  pursued  their  inquiries,  solicit- 
ing information  and  facts  from  every  source  necessary  to  a  full 
and  impartial  knowledge  of  the  subject.  It  would,  therefore,  be 
inopportune  for  me  to  anticipate  the  views  and  suggestions  of 
this  committee  by  any  expression  of  mine,  but  such  information 
as  I  have  been  able  to  afford  them  has  been  freely  given,  the 
same  being  the  results  of  my  experience  and  observation  during 
the  whole  period  of  the  war.  It  is  proper,  however,  to  state, 
that  joint  application  was  made  by  this  committee  and  your 
Excellency  to  the  Secretary  of  War  for  a  suspension  of  the  sale 
of  the  buildings  of  the  late  U.  S.  A.  General  Hospital  at  Wor- 
cester, on  the  ground  that  this  location,  so  admirable  from  its 
hygienic  facilities,  might  be  available  on  the  part  of  the  State 
for  future  sanitary  exigencies. 

In  a  communication  received  from  the  War  Department,  date, 
November  13,  your  Excellency  was  informed  that  tlie  Quarter- 
master-General, U.  S.  A.  had  been  ordered  to  suspend  the  sale 
of  the  buildings  in  question. 

I  venture  to  remark,  however,  that  this  committee  will  cheer- 
fully bear  record  that  such  of  our  soldiers  as  were  born  and 
reared  in  New  England,  together  with  those  of  our  adopted  citi- 
zens who  understood  the  magnitude  of  the  issues  at  stake, 
entered  the  service  from  a  love  of  country,  and  with  a  full 
knowledge  of  its  peril.  Accepting  the  responsibilities  of  war 
with  its  hardships  and  sacrifices,  they  served  as  good  soldiers 
and  most  of  those  who  escaped  its  dangers,  on  their  return  to 
the  peaceful  pursuits  of  their  former  occupations,  are  now  good 
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citizens  with  the  record  of  a  full  service  and  an  honorable 
discharge.  Of  this  class  there  are  but  few  who  ask  or  claim  any 
consideration  of  the  State  save  that  recognition  which  is  due  the 
patriotic  citizen  and  the  brave  soldier.  The  exceptions  are  those 
who  will  carry  to  their  graves  the  disabilities  they  incurred  in 
the  line  of  their  duty,  and  who  are  cut  off  by  the  character  of 
these  disabilities  from  all  means  of  support. 

To  such  Massachusetts  will  deal  out  no  niggard  charity,  nor 
will  she  forget  the  families  of  those  who  fell  in  defence  of  her 
rights. 

The  Commonwealth  will  not  cease  to  remember  the  proud 
encomium  she  has  won.  "  All  the  world  has  seen  during  the 
war,  that  wherever  a  Massachusetts  column  passes,  a  great 
people  follow  it,  not  only  to  stimulate  the  living  to  fight,  endure 
and  conquer,  but  to  place  beneath  the  suffering  the  great  arm 
of  support  and  consolation,  and  softly  whisper  in  the  ear  of  the 
dying  of  the  brightness  of  eternal  anticipations  for  the  brave  and 
good  who  die  for  their  country." 

I  herewith  respectfully  submit  for  your  Excellency  a  memo- 
randum of  the  amount  and  character  of  the  business  transacted 
in  this  department  during  the  war. 

Applications  continue  to  be  made  to  this  office  by  the  rela- 
tives of  our  deceased  Massachusetts  soldiers  for  evidence  on 
which  to  base  their  claims  against  the  General  and  State  Gov- 
ernments for  bounty,  back  pay,  pension  and  other  allowances, 
while  in  the  case  of  those  soldiers  who  liave  died  in  rebel  pris- 
ons a  certified  copy  of  our  records  has  been  prepared  and 
forwarded  to  the  Adjutant-General  of  the  army  at  his  request. 

The  number  of  Massachusetts  soldiers  who  have  died  from 
disease,  exposure  and  starvation  in  Southern  rebel  prisons,  as 
reported  to  this  office,  is  eighteen  hundred  and  forty. 

These  reports  are  derived  from  the  records  of  Andersonville, 
Ga.,  prison,  furnished  by  Captain  H.  E.  Noyes,  2d  U.  S.  Cav- 
alry ;  Danville,  Va.,  furnished  by  S.  A.  Holman,  Colonel  and 
Medical  Director,  6tli  Army  Corps,  (formerly  Surgeon  7th  Mas- 
sachusetts Volunteers  ;)  and  from  our  State  Military  Agents  at 
Washington  and  Philadelphia,  whilst  many  are  from  the  sworn 
affidavits  of  those  comrades  who  have  survived  the  horrors  of 
their  imprisonment  and  have  reported  to  this  office,  the  whole 
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forming  a  sad  and  valuable  record.  These  records  give,  in 
many  instances,  in  addition  to  the  name,  company,  regiment 
and  date  of  place  of  death,  the  number  of  the  grave,  so  that 
the  identification  of  the  bodies  is,  to  a  certain  extent,  made 
sure.  To  perfect  this  list  much  time  and  patient  research  have 
been  required.  I  have  thought  proper  to  place  in  Appendix  the 
names  of  those  who  died  in  these  prisons,  as  a  lasting  record  of 
the  patient  fortitude  and  heroic  endurance  of  those  who  were 
the  victims  of  rebel  barbarity. 

Since  December  1,  1864,  there  have  been  received  at  this 
department  one  thousand  special  applicatians  for  information 
in  the  cases  of  missing  Massachusetts  soldiers.  The  fate  of  six 
hundred  and  eighty-five  has  been  ascertained,  thus  affording  the 
necessary  evidence  for  the  successful  prosecution  of  claims 
against  the  General  Government. 

Inquiries  in  the  remaining  special  cases  are  being  prosecuted 
as  rapidly  as  possible,  whilst  new  applications  are  daily  made, 
and  a  vast  amount  of  information  furnished  from  our  own 
records,  by  return  of  mail. 

Many  special  cases  of  discharged  soldiers,  disabled,  involving 
a  doubt  as  to  the  right  of  their  receiving  additional  State  bounty, 
have  also  been  referred  to  this  office  by  the  Adjutant-General  of 
the  State,  requiring  careful  examination  as  to  the  nature  of  their 
disability,  and  when  and  where  incurred. 

Those  soldiers  were  discharged  from  various  U.  S.  General 
Hospitals  by  General  Order  of  the  Secretary  of  V/ar.  Being 
actually  disabled,  they  were  yet  discharged  under  General 
Order,  receiving  no  certificate  of  disability,  and  hence  were  not 
entitled  to  State  bounty  under  the  existing  law. 

The  claims  of  all  this  class  have  been  carefully  considered, 
and  certificates  in  full,  made  in  accordance  with  the  facts,  were 
returned  to  the  Adjutant-General  and  are  on  file  in  his  depart- 
ment. That  these  disabled  soldiers  are  justly  entitled  to  this 
additional  bounty  there  can  be  no  doul)t.  They  incurred 
disabilities  in  the  line  of  their  duty,  from  which  they  are  still 
suffering,  and  many  will  never  wholly  recover  from  the  same, 

I  had  the  honor,  by  direction  of  your  Excellency,  of  calling 
the  attention  of  the  people  of  this  Commonwealth  to  the  ncces-

sity  of  proper  precautionary  measures  in   anticipation  of  the 
approach  of  mahgnant  cholera  to  this  country. 

The  several  documents  from  the  State  and  Surgeon-General's 
Departments,  United  States,  in  relation  to  this  important  ques- 
tion have  been  forwarded  to  the  authorities  of  the  several  cities 
and  towns  of  the  State.  Though  not  in  the  province  of  this 
department  to  make  any  special  suggestions  in  matters  concern- 
ing the  general  health,  I  respectfully  recommend  that  the 
executive  department  should  call  the  attention  of  the  general 
court  to  the  importance  of  enlarging  the  powers  of  cities  and 
towns,  through  their  local  boards  of  health,  if  sufficient  author- 
ity is  not  now  given  them,  in  matters  concerning  the  public 
health. 

Since  my  last  Report  the  United  States  General  Hospitals  at 
Readville  and  Worcester  have  been  closed ;  but  every  facility 
continues  to  be  afforded  the  sick  and  wounded  in  the  service  on 
reporting  to  the  Medical  Director,  U.  S.  A.,  at  this  post.  The 
Soldiers'  Rest,  under  the  charge  of  William  E.  Townsend,  A.  A. 
S.,  U.  S.  A.,  is  ample  for  the  requirements  of  the  service,  inde- 
pendent of  the  post  Hos|)ital  at  Gallop's  Island,  where  the 
troops  are  mustered  out. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  again  to  record  the  pleasant  and  satis- 
factory relations  this  department  has  maintained  with  the 
several  military  departments  of  the  general  government. 

I  take  this  occasion  of  expressing  to  Major  Hooker,  the 
Assistant-Surgeon-General  of  the  State,  and  to  my  military 
assistant,  and  the  attaches  of  this  office,  my  thanks  for  the 
uniform  support  they  have  rendered  me  during  the  period  of 
my  anxious  and  responsible  duties.  I  thank  them  for  their 
promptness  and  fidelity  to  the  interests  of  the  State,  and  for  the 
kindness,  patience  and  courtesy  manifested  by  them  during  their 
term  of  service. 

I  desire  also  to  make  grateful  mention  of  the  valuable  and 
important  information  the  press  have  freely  published  for  the 
information  of  soldiers  and  their  families  furnished  by  this 
office,  and  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  reporters  for  their  cour- 
teous kindness  and  desire  to  assist  me  in  giving  the  public  such 
facts  as  had  a  bearing  on  the  welfare  of  the  soldier  or  his  family. 
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Renewing  to  your  Excellency  the  expression  of  my  deep 
obligation  for  the  confidence  and  kindness  I  have  experienced 
at  your  hands  in  a  period  of  the  history  of  this  Commonwealth, 
marked  by  great  events  and  made  illustrious  by  the  wisdom, 
forethought,  energy  and  patriotism  of  its  Chief  Magistrate,  and 
trusting  the  recollection  of  the  same  will  remain  with  the 
people  when  you  are  called  to  other  positions  of  usefulness  and 
honor,  I  remain.

General, — I  have  the  honor  to  present  a  Eeport  of  the  work 
of  this  Agency,  for  the  year  ending  December  1,  1865. 

The  year  just  closed  brought  to  the  Agency  no  new  duties. 
By  the  progress  of  events,  some  branches  of  its  business  have 
been  increased  and  others  lessened.  New  methods  have  not 
been  adopted.  The  old,  improved  in  detail  and  execution,  have 
been  found  adapted  to  occurring  requirements.  The  return  of 
peace  rounded  to  completeness  some  parts  of  the  Agency's  work, 
and  the  history  of  those'  can  now  be  written.  The  groan  of  the 
wounded,  the  wail  of  the  dying,  is  no  more  heard.  The  dead 
are  numbered,  and  they  have  passed  on  to  their  reward. 

The  work  remaining  to  the  Agency  is, — settlement  of  the  sol- 
diers' claims, — search  for  the  missing, — securing,  (as  far  as  may 
be,)  release  for  those  held  for  military  offence, — the  perfecting 
of  its  records,  and  the  completion  of  its  history  for  the  war. 

New  Rooms. 
On  the  first  of  January,  1865,  the  present  commodious  rooms 
of  the  Agency  were  first  occupied.  -  The  want  of  such  accom- 
modations had  long  been  felt,  both  as  a  matter  of  business 
requirement  and  State  reputation.  The  anticipation  of  advan- 
tages to  be  gained  by  change  of  location  and  better  quarters, 
has  been  fully  realized. 

^         Branch  Agency  at  City  Point. 
The  "  Branch  Agency  in  the  Field,"  found  a  resting  place  at 
City  Point,  when  that  locality  became  the  base  of  the  Army  of 
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the  Potomac,  in  June,  1864,  and  remained  there  until  it  was 
closed,  May  17, 1865.  During  its  continuance  the  past  year,  it 
was  under  the  charge  of  jTohn  F.  Brown,  whose  administration 
was  characterized  by  prudence  and  intelligence.  The  permanent 
Corps  Hospitals  of  the  Army  of  the  Potomac,  were  at  City 
Point,  those  of  the  Army  of  the  James  at  Point  of  Rocks, 
while  the  Field  and  Flying  Hospital  were  in  the  immediate  rear, 
or  at  the  extreme  front  of  the  armies.  All  of  these  Hospitals 
were  accessible  from  the  quarters  of  the  Field  Agency  ;  and  they 
were  regularly  visited, — the  names  and  condition  of  the  patients 
from  Massachusetts  Regiments  in  them  were  ascertained,  and 
their  wants  supplied. 

The  maintenance  of  this  Field  Agency,  was  of  great  benefit 
to  the  soldier,  and  his  friends  at  home.  He  was  reached 
and  relieved  in  his  earliest  needs,-:-they  were  early  made 
acquainted  with  his  condition  ;  if  necessity  required,  facilities 
were  afforded  to  relatives  to  visit  those  who  desired  their  pres- 
•  ence,  and  if  death  occurred,  arrangements  through  the  Agency 
could  be  made,  for  sending  home  the  remains.  When  the  cam- 
paign was  active,  early  lists  of  casualities  were  obtained  and 
forwarded  to  you.  The  testimony  now  being  received,  from 
{Jersons  well,  at  home,  that  some  specified  service  of  the  Agency, 
"  saved  my  life,"  is  gratifying  evidence  of  its  value. 

From  December  1,  1864,  to  the  time  of  closing,  the  number 
of  -Mfissachusetts  sick  and  wounded,  reported  through  the  Field 
Agency,  was  twelve  hundred  sixty-three. 

.Annapolis. 

About  the  first  of  December,  1864,  "  prisoners  "  released  by 
the  "  general  exchange,"  began  to  arrive  at  Annapolis.  By 
your  direction,  agents  were  sent  from  here  to  look  after  the 
interests  of  those  belonging  to  Massachusetts.  Those  agents 
were  early  on  the  ground,  and  lists  of  arrivals  were  promptly 
forwarded  to  your  office,  together  with  the  names  of  many  who 
died  in  prison,  or  had  been  left  behind  ;  with  other  interesting 
and  valuable  information  gathered  from  those  released. 

Tlie  prisoners  were  in  better  condition,  as  a  whole,  than  were 
those  returned  under  former  partial  exchanges.  T\y^  prepara- 
tions of  the  government  to  receive  and  provide  for  them,  were 
better  than  ever  before.     Under  the  energetic  and  humane 
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management  of  Captain  Charles  W.  Davis,  (late  of  the  Twenty- 
First  Mass.  Vols.,)  receiving  officer,  those  starved  and  naked 
men  were  speedily  clothed,  fed  and  made  comfortable.  So  effi- 
ciently were  governmental  agencies  worked,  that  volunteer  benev- 
olent agencies  were  less  heavily  taxed  than  on  former  similar 
occasions.  Captain  Davis  received,  as  he  merited,  the  thanks  of 
all,  cognizant  of  his  services.  The  whole  number  Massachusetts 
soldiers  reported  as  having  arrived,  was  2,467.  The  number 
reported  as  having  died  in  prison,  or  as  left  behind,  was  1,386. 
Total  reported,  3,853.  The  information  gained  of  the  last  named 
class,  has  been  found  to  be  quite  reliable.  From  each  returned 
prisoner  was  obtained  all  the  information  he,  could  give  con- 
cerning those  with  whom  he  came  in  contact  while  in  prison. 
The  statements  of  many  were  corroborated  by  others.  By  this 
means  tidings  were  gained  of  many  missing  ones,  and  more 
certain  knowledge  of  their  whereabouts  and  condition,  or  fate, 
was  obtained. 

Hospitals,  Depaetbient  of  Washington  and  Invalided 

soldiees. 

The  system  of  hospital  visiting,  peculiar  to  this  Agency  (in 
this  department,)  was  maintained  with  its  features  of  cataloguing 
names,,  supplying  wants,  and  of  individual  consideration,  until 
November  1st,  when  the  hospitals  were  reduced  to  two,  and  the 
patients  belonging  to  Massachusetts,  to  less  than  twenty  in 
number;  and  these  so  rapidly  convalescing  as  not  to  need 
further  special  care. 

The  plan  of  hospital  visiting,  registration,  and  dealing  with 
soldiers  in  an  individual  capacity,  indicated  in  the  original 
instructions  to  your  Agent,  and  systematically  acted  upon  from 
first  to  last,  has  been  attended  with  marked  success  and 
beneficial  results.  So  apparent  has  been  the  advantages  of  the 
system,  that  other  agencies  and  organizations  have  deferred  to 
it  by  imperfect  imitations. 

The  number  of  Massachusetts  soldiers  remaining  in  hospital, 
December  1,  1864,  was  1,392 ;  the  number  admitted  since, 
1,937.  The  whole  number  treated  in  hospital  during  the  year, 
3,392.     The  number  that  have  died  is  97. 

On  the  first  of  August,  1862,  when  your  Agent  entered  upon 
the  performance  of  his  duties,  there  were  in  hospital,  within 
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"  this  Department,"  404  Massachusetts  soldiers,  scattered  through 
forty-four  hospitals. 

After  the  battles  of  second  Bull  Run  and  Chantilley,  the 
number  of  hospitals  was  increased  to  more  than  sixty,  and  the 
number  of  patients  was  more  than  trebled.  In  the  emergency, 
available  buildings  of  all  kinds  were  taken  for  hospitals ;  poorly 
adapted  for  such  use,  limited  in  capacity,  and  scattered  wide 
apart,  over  the  "  Ten  miles  Square,"  such  occupancy  was 
expensive  to  the  Government,  and  the  best  sanitary  and  recu- . 
perative  results  were  not  obtained.  As  soon  as  suitable 
buildings  could  be  erected,  the  unsuitable  ones  were  abandoned, 
to  the  manifest  advantage  of  all  concerned.  To  the  advantages 
gained,  in  improved  hospital  buildings  and  appointments,  were 
added  the  fruits  of  increased  experience  in  the  cure  and 
treatment  of  wounds  and  diseases,  which  insured  to  the  patients, 
in  nine-tenths  of  the  cases,  better  treatment  than  they  could 
receive  at  their  own  homes.    . 

During  the  war,  17,488  Massachusetts  soldiers  were  admitted 
to  hospital  in  "  this  Department,"  by  the  records  of  this  Agency  ; 
by  the  Medical  Director's  record,  16,904  were  admitted, —  a 
difference  in  number  to  be  explained  by  the  fact,  that  our 
records  bear  date  three  months  earlier  than  his.  The  number 
of  deaths  has  been  736.  *

During  the  year  the  operations  of  the  Agency,  outside  of 
this  Department,  have  been  limited  (mainly)  to  Annapolis  and 
the  Field  Agency  at  City  Point.  The  number  of  persons 
reported  upon  from  those  places  was  5,116  ;  in  this  Department, 
1,937.  Whole  number  registered  during  the  year,  7,055. 
During  the  war  the  whole  number  of  names  registered  by  this 
Agency,  from  all  sources,  of  those  invalided  by  wounds  or 
disease,  is  36,151. 

Claims',  Collectioi^s  and  Disbuesements. 

The  Claim  and  Collection  Department  has  been  fully  occu- 
pied the  entire  year.  The  amount  of  business  done  was  larger 
than  in  any  previous  year. 

The  settlement  of  the  accounts  of  "  enlisted  men  "  is  effected 
through  the  "  Pay  Department."  The  preliminary  work  neces- 
sary before  securing  payment,  is  to  ascertain  how  the  soldier  is 
borne  upon  the  rolls,  whether  the  pay  claim  is  due,  or  if  there 
may  not  be  more  due  than  appears  to  be, — to  remove  charges  of 
desertion,  if  they  exist,  and  to  determine  his  status  in  relation 
to  bounty. 

An  officer  is  only  paid  after  he  has  satisfied  the  "  Pay  Depart- 
ment" that  he  is  not  indebted  to  the  Government,  and  it  has 
been  found  there  are  no  stoppages  in  that  department  against 
him.  Before  his  claim  is  presented  for  payment,  his  accounts 
must  pass  through  the  Ordnance  and  Quartermaster-General's 
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Departments  to  the  Auditor's  Office,  from  which,  if  relieved  from 
responsibility,  the  certificate  of  non-indebtedness  is  obtained. 
Both  of  these  classes  of  claims  are  adjusted  by  the  Agency. 
Those  of  the  "  enlisted  men  "  are  readily  settled,  except  when 
tlie  regular  bi-monthly  payment  has  been  interrupted,  or  long 
deferred,  or  deprivation  of  pay  has  existed  by  reason  of  military 
offence.  The  settlement  of  "  officers'  accounts  "  is  a  longer  pro- 
cess, involving  months  of  time,  in  the  more  complicated  cases, 
where  the  responsibility  for  Government  property  is  large,  by 
reason  of  military  position,  or  frequent  change  of  command. 
The  amount  collected  on  officers'  claims  does  not  bear  as  large 
a  proportion  to  the  work  involved,  in  the  settlement,  as  it  does 
m  cases  of  enlisted  men.  In  considering  this  branch  of  our 
business,  it  may  be  remarked  that  the  more  difficult  cases  are 
now  presented. 

There  has  been  collected  by  the  Agency,  during  the  year* 
$189,633.83. 

Upon  certificates  of  non-indebtedness  procured  from  officers, 
and  papers  prepared  for  enlisted  men,  by  the  Agency,  it  is  esti- 
mated that  $180,000  was  collected  by  the  parties  themselves ; 
an  amount  in  addition  to  the  above  sum,  the  work  of  getting 
which  was  mainly  done  by  the  Agency. 

At  the  lowest  per  cent,  charged  by  "  claim  agents,"  the 
amount  saved  to  Massachusetts  soldiers  by  these  collections  is 
twice  the  whole  expense  of  maintaining  the  Agency. 

The  disbursement  of  "  State  aid "  through  the  Agency 
amounted  to  $5,225.21.  "  State  bounties,"  $13,860.40.  Total 
disbursements,  $19,085.71. 

Correspondence. 
The  correspondence  of  the  Agency  has  continued  to  be  large. 
During  the  year  8,707  letters  and  telegrams  have  been  wi*itten, 
which  were  of  sufficient  importance  to  copy,  covering  7,076 
pages  of  letter  book.  Letters  and  notes  of  minor  importance, 
which  were  not  copied,  arc  not  included  in  this  statement.  A 
proportionate  number  of  letters  and  telegrams  were  received. 
A  great  variety  of  cases  were  brought  to  notice  through  this 
medium,  some  of  which  could  bo  easily  disposed  of,  while 
others  involved  laborious  and  persistent  efforts  to  obtain  the 
information,  or  results  desired. 
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Sanitary  Supplies  and  Distributions. 

There  has  been  received  at  the  "  store  room  "  of  the  Agency, 
valuable  boxes  and  barrels  of  supplies,  from  the  following  named 
places  :  —  Cambridgeport,  Foxborough,  Scituate,  New  Bedford, 
Waltham,  West  Newbury,  Duckville,  Haverhill,  East  Saugus, 
North  Scituate,  Attleborough,  Webster,  Savoy,  Groveland,  New- 
buryport.  North  Brookfield,  Georgetown,  Fairhaven,  West  Fitch- 
burg,  "  Mt.  Hope  Division,"  North  Attleborough,  Shepard  Con- 
gregational Society,  Cambridge,  and  the  Sanitary  Commission: — 

From  Miss  Clara  Barton,  Mrs.  Josie  Morse,  Messrs.  E.  B.  R. 
Gurney,  William  B.  Gove,  J.  L.  Fairbanks,  Blaney  L.  Alley: — 

From  the  proprietors  of  the  "  Boston  Journal,"  "  Boston 
Transcript,"  "  Springfield  Union,"  and  "  Salem  Register," 
regular  copies  of  their  respective  papers. 

Appended  to  this  Report  will  be  found  a  list  of  distributions. 
Upon  our  books  are  the  names  of  3,334  persons  who  have 
received  supplies.  In  this  number  is  not  included  those 
supplied  at  "  City  Point,"  or  elsewhere  out  of  this  Department. 

Among  the  articles  delivered  were  1,304  woollen  shirts,  473 
cotton  shirts,  1,122  pairs  of  socks,  523  pairs  of  slippers,  699 
pairs  of  drawers,  820  handkerchiefs,  589  bottles  of  stimulants, 
1,682  pieces  of  tobacco,  16  boxes  of  oranges,  and  a  quantity  and 
variety  of  other  things,  in  all,  over  16,000  deliveries. 

Special  Relief  Fund. 

Contributions  of  money  have,  from  time  to  time,  been  made 
to  the  Agency,  which  have  constituted  a  "  Relief  Fund."  This 
fund  has  been  used  in  giving  pecuniary  aid  to  destitute  soldiers, 
or  to  their  relatives  visiting  them,  and  in  purchasing  such  arti- 
cles as  were  necessary  for  the  sick  and  wounded  not  supplied 
by  the  Government  or  by  contributions. 

Tlie  balance  of  fund  on  hand,  at  the  close  of  last  year,  was 
$252.94.  The  amount  received  since,  12,201.85.  Expended, 
$2,197.91,  leaving  a  balance  unexpended  of  1256.88. 

A  statement  in  detail  of  receipts  and  expenditures  accompa- 
nies this  Report. 

The  contributors  were,  Surgeon-General  William  J.  Dale, 
officially,  Hon.  J.  F.  B.  Osgood,  of  Salem,  Bernard  Fisher,  of 
Warwick,  Soldiers'  Relief  Society,  of  Haverhill,  Hon.  J.  Wiley 
Edmands,  of  Newton,  Marion  Dramatic  Association,  Charles  A. 
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Johnson,  of  Lynn,  Soldiers'  Aid  Society,  Fairhaven,  Maiden 
Soldiers'  Relief  Committee,  Society  of  Foxborough,  by  Hon.  Otis 
Gary. 

Two  hundred  and  eighty-nine  persons  have  received  direct 
pecuniary  aid  from  this  fund,  in  small  sums,  to  relieve  pressing 
wants  that  could  not  be  otherwise  met. 

Care  has  been  exercised  in  using  the  fund,  yet  it  is  quite 
likely  that  your  Agent  has  in  some  cases  been  imposed  upon  by 
undeserving  persons.  He  prefers  to  be  criticized  as  injudicious 
in  giving,  rather  than  in  withholding. 

General  Business. 

The  original  object  of  the  Agency  wag,  mainly,  to  look  after 
the  sick  and  wounded.  In  the  enlarged  sphere  of  its  duties, 
your  Agent  is  charged  with  the  consideration  of  every  phase  of 
the  soldier's  military  history  and  character — bringing  him  into 
business  relations  with  almost  every  department  of  government. 

In  the  Agency  is  combined,  to  some  extent,  all  the  branches 
of  the  StatQ  Government.  Nor  are  the  requirements  upon  the 
Agency  limited  to  military  matters.  Recognized  as  a  public 
office,  maintained  by  the  State,  whiph  it  in  some  degree  repre- 
sents, all  classes  and  persons  are  at  liberty  to  call  upon  it  for  aid, 
and  the  response  to  calls  is  only  regulated  by  ability  to  do. 

Statistics  cannot  be  given  to  show  the  extent  of  this  "  general 
business,"  and  statement  would  partake  too  much  of  detail  in 
its  exhibit :  all  the  undefined  items  and  transactions  of  business 
are  considered  under  this  head,  and  the  character  can  only  be 
seen  in  practical  illustration. 

In  Memoriam. 

The  "Angel  of  Death"  rested  over  the  Agency,  and  two  of 
its  most  cherished  members  were  gone. 

Irving  S.  Vassell,  of  Oxford,  chief  assistant,  died  April  9tli, 
1*865,  aged  26  years. 

For  years  life  had  been  sustained  in  the  body,  by  strength 
from  the  soul.  Expecting  the  summons  to  come,  ho  was  waiting 
to  go,  yet  he  walked  cheerfully  on  to  the  last,  fulfilling  "  the 
whole  duty  of  man." 

Brilliant  in  intellect  and  pure  in  spirit,  he  adorned  this  life, 
and  was  fitted  for  a  higher. 
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111  his-  departure  the  Agency  lost  its  most  gifted  and  valued 
member,  his  parents  their  "  chief  joy,"  and  the  world  a  man  by 
wh.ose  living  it  had  been  made  better. 

Alden  S.  Caer,  of  West  Newbury,  died  July  6th,  1865,  aged 
23  years.  4 

Although  at  the  time  of  his  death  not  directly  connected  with 
the  Agency,  he  had  been  so  long  with,  and  so  recently  from  it, 
and  his  father  then  with  us,  that  he  was  as  one  of  our  number. 

He  was  a  young  man  of  singular  purity  of  character  and 
refined  manners.  His  good  deeds  and  kind  ways  will  long  be 
remembered.  Of  too  fine  a  mould  to  meet  the  buffetiugs  of 
life,  he  was  called  to  a  more  congenial  sphere.  His  parents  and 
friends  mourn  a  loss  to  them,  which  to  him  was  gain. 

When  we  contemplate  the  fitness  of  these  two  young  men  for 
a  better  life,  we  cannot  wonder  the  door  unto  it,  was  opened  so 
early  for  them.

Conclusion. 

In  view  of  the  "  close  of  the  war,",  the  question  of  continuing 
the  Agency  may  here  be  considered,  Most  of  its  business  will 
soon  be  completed;  hereafter,  the  collection  of  claims  will 
mainly  engage  attention. 

4 
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Thus  far  only  two  classes  of  claims  have  been  taken  up  by 
the  Agency :  those  of  "officers"  and  "  enlisted  men,"  still  alive, 
such  as  are  paid  by  the  "  Pay  Department."  No  special  effort  has 
been  made  to  acquaint  the  people  that  even  these  claims  could 
be  settfed  through  the  Agency,  and  only  those  "who  were  aware 
that  the  Agency  did  whatever  was  asked  to  be  done  for  the 
soldier,  (if  the  thing  was  proper,)  have  intrusted  us  with 
settlements  and  collections^ 

The  result  of  tlie  work  of  the  Agency,  in  this  direction,  can 
be  seen  in  the  foregoing  pages  of  this  Report. 

The  adjustment  of  the  larger  and  more  intricate  class  of 
claims,  known  as  those  of  "  Deceased  Soldiers,"  such  as  for 
arrears  of  pay,  bounty  and  pension,  has  not  been  undertaken 
by  the  Agency. 

Is  it  desirable  for  the  State  to  assume  the  settlement  of 
soldiers'  claims  ?    Are  there  many  such  claims  outstanding  ? 

The  question  of  policy  must  be  determined  by  the  State 
Government.  In  other  States,  where  such  a  policy  has  been 
adopted,  the  results  have  been  very  satisfactory.  The  interest 
of  the  soldiers,  their  widows  and  children,  would  certainly  be 
conserved.  Their  compensation  was  small,  their  money  earned 
by  hardship  and  sacrifice,  for  a  good  cause.  The  reduction  of 
the  amounts  due  them  on  their  accounts,  by  the  collection 
charge  of  ten  or  twenty  per  cent.,  is  a  tax,  relief  from  which 
would  be  desirable  for  them,  and  may  be  considered  legitimate 
assistance  for  the  State  to  render. 

We  have  no  data  by  which  the  number  of  unsettled  claims 
can  be  determined.  In  other  States  it  has  been  found  to  be 
large.  In  Massachusetts  it  is  probable  that  the  proportionate 
number  of  claims  already  settled,  or  in  process  of  settlement, 
is  larger  than  elsewhere,  and  consequently  the  number  to  be 
settled,  less,  as  the  number  of  persons  who  can  transact  their 
own  business,  and  the  number  of  "  claim  agents  "  is  large. 

Can  a  State  do  such  work  successfully  ?  In  Ohio,  Pennsyl- 
vania, New  York,  Connecticut  and  Rhode  Island  the  most  favor- 
able results  have  been  obtained.  The  General  Government  is 
more  strongly  inclined  than  ever  before  to  give  State  agents 
facilities  not  allowed  others,  and  "  claim  agents"  are  looked  upon 
with  growing  distrust.  The  idea  of  the  States  collecting  these 
claims,  is  favorably  entertained  by  the  Departments.     If  the* 
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agents  and  the  means  are  adapted  to  the  work,  no  question  of 
satisfactory  results  can  arise.  It  is  supposed  that  at  the  next 
session  of  Congress,  a  successful  effort  will  be  made  to  equalize 
the  bounties  by  giving  to  those  who  first  volunteered  for  the 
war,  the  same  bounty  paid  to  later  volunteers.  If  such  a  meas- 
ure is  carried  through,  a  large  number  of  claims  will  be  preferred 
in  consequence.  Officers  of  the  pay  department  have  called 
upon  me  to  express  the  opinion  that  there  will  be  more  need  of 
the  services  of  State  agents  the  next  year  than  there  has  been 
in  any  previous  year. 

This  whole  question  is  problematical,  and  turns  upon  contin- 
gencies. If  there  is  work  to  be  done,  and  it  is  to  be  assumed  by 
the  State,  the  question  of  mode  comes  up.  The  State  should 
announce  that  it  will  collect  claims  for  officers  and  men,  and 
their  heirs,  embracing  all  classes  of  claims  on  account  of  the 
living  and  the  dead.  At  Boston,  there  should  be  an  office  and 
an  ofi&cer  ;  in  a  word,  a  Bureau,  easily  accessible,  where  claim- 
ants can  have  their  claims  prepared  to  be  prosecuted  here ;  the 
desideratum  being  to  extend  facilities  as  directly  as  possible  to 
the  soldier,  so  that  no  intervening  hand  shall  take  a  fee  from 
him. 

I  have  endeavored  in  this  Report  to  make  an  exhibit  of  the 
work  of  the  Agency.  The  value  of  this  work  others  must 
estimate. 

The  success  that  has  attended  the  operation  of  the  Agency  is, 
in  a  great  measure,  due  to  the  generous  support  given  it  by  his 
Excellency,  yourself  and  the  public,  and  your  kindness  has 
.profoundly  impressed  me. 

From  the  military  and  medical  officers  of  this  Department  I 
have  received  unvarying  courtesy.  From  those  associated  with 
me,  as  assistants,  I  have  received  efficient  help.  To  them,  each 
and  all,  my  grateful  thanks  are  due.

General, — I  have  the  honor,  in  obedience  to  your  orders,  to 
submit  the  following  Report  of  the  workings  of  this  bureau, 
from  the  date  of  its  establishment,  January  6,  1865,  to  the 
present  time. 

Number  of  applicants  registered,  2,132 ;  of  which  number  311 
have  lost  the  use  of  a  limb,  83  are  wounded  in  various  parts  of 
the  body,  and  247  more  or  less  disabled  from  disease  contracted 
while  in  the  service. 

Number  furnished  employment  through  this  ofSce,  701 ;  of 
this  number  91  had  lost  the  use  of  a  limb,  25  wounded  in  the 
body,  and  106  disabled  from  disease.  Number  remaining  on 
registry,  unemployed,  1,431 ;  of  this  number  220  have  lost  the 
use  of  a  limb,  58  wounded  in  body,  and  41  disabled  by  disease. 

The  total  expense  on  the  part  of  the  State,  in  carrying  on 
this  bureau,  is  12,051.78;  which  amount  includes  the  sum  of 
$738.08,  expended  in  organizing  and  establishing  the  Soldiers' 
Messenger  Corps. 

In  June,  an  association  of  returned  oificers,  of  which  Colonel 
H.  S.  Russell  is  treasurer,  having  a  fund  to  devote  to  the 
interests  of  discharged  and  disabled  soldiers,  proposed  to  co- 
operate with  the  State  in  this  work.  Their  proposition  was 
cordially  accepted,  and  the  assistance  afforded  us  by  their  ready 
means  and  wide  influence,  as  well  as  by  the  individual  labors  of 
their  agent  and  representative.  Lieutenant  G.  H.  Quincy,  can- 
not be  too  highly  estimated.     By  their  means  have  we  been 
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enabled  to  employ  a  soliciting  agent,  whose  duty  it  is  to  visit 
the  manufacturing  cities  and  towns  throughout  the  State,  and 
solicit  orders  for  men.  Through  the  peculiar  fitness  of  Mr. 
Cline,  a  disabled  soldier,  honorably  discharged,  for  this  branch 
of  our  business,  do  we  owe,  in  a  great  measure,  the  gratifying 
results  accomplished. 

Many  cases  of  extreme  want  and  destitution  are  daily 
brought  to  our  notice,  which,  upon  proper  investigation,  are 
referred  to  your  office,  where  relief  is  afforded  them.  Cases 
where  men  are  totally  unfitted,  from  various  causes,  for 
pursuing  their  former  avocations,  and  unable  to  find  such 
light  employment  as  will  enable  them  to  maintain  their  families, 
are  frequent,  and  in  many  instances  they  are  forced  to  rely  upon 
benevolent  and  charitable  individuals  and  associations,  till  such 
time  as  provision  is  made  for  their  support  and  maintenance. 

It  was  with  a  view  to  provide  for  some  of  these  men,  that  the 
Soldiers'  Messenger  Corps  was  organized,  an  enterprise  which 
has  been  attended  with  the  most  gratifying  success. 

Its  numbers  are  being  rapidly  increased,  while  their  earnings 
are  sufficient  to  afford  each  member  a  comfortable  support. 
Besides  the  liberal  patronage  of  the  public,  they  are  the  recip- 
ients of  many  substantial  tokens  of  individual  sympathy.  The 
Sanitary  Commission  have,  through  the  efibrts  of  Lieutenant 
Quincy,  furnished  each  member  a  good  overcoat.  The  Metro- 
politan Eailroad  Company  have  voluntarily  tendered  them  the 
free  use  of  their  cars  ;  while  one  of  the  most  popular  places  of 
amusement  in  this  city  is  now  making  arrangements  to  give 
them  a  benefit,  which,  it  is  presumed,  will  give  to  each  of  the 
twenty  members  composing  the  Corps,  a  sum  sufficient  to 
provide  them  with  many  necessaries  for  the  coming  winter. 

The  success  of  this  benevolent  project  in  this  city,  is  inducing 
other  cities  in  this  and  other  States,  to  introduce  a  similar 
system. 

The  number  of  discharged  soldiers  who  apply  at  this  office 
for  work,  continues  to  average  about  200  per  month.  Though 
we  endeavor  to  provide  for  all  who  come,  still  are  our  efforts 
mainly  directed  to  the  benefit  of  those  who  are  disabled,  and 
particularly  to  those  who  have  lost  a  limb. 

So  far  as  my  observation  extends,  I  find  that  able-bodied  men, 
who  are  disposed  to  avail  themselves  of  such  employment  as  is 
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offered  them,  need  not  long  remain  idle.  Of  the  large  number 
of  colored  men,  belonging  to  the  fifty-fourth  and  fifty-fifth  regi- 
ments, who  have  sought  occupations  through  this  office,  but 
few  now  remain  upon  our  books.  This  is  owing,  I  think,  to  the 
readiness  of  this  class  of  men  to  adapt  themselves  to  such 
pursuits  as  are  opened  to  them. 

Of  the  total  number  remaining  on  the  registry,  1,431,  it  can 
be  safely  assumed  that  at  least  half  of  this  number  have  found 
employment  by  their  own  efforts,  and  are  at  present  amply 
provided  for. 

It  is  gratifying  to  add,  that  this  bureau  has  received  every 
consideration  and  support  from  the  people  of  this  community.

REPORT: 

To  His  Excellency  the  Governor. 

The  Superintendent  at  Rainsford  Island  Hospital  begs  leave 
to  submit  this  Report  of  the  hospital  established  upon  this 
island,  for  the  reception  of  discharged  soldiers. 

The  sum  of  $500,  appropriated  by  the  last  legislature,  for 
repairing  the  long  building  at  west  head,  was  expended  in  new 
shingling  the  roof,  and  in  building  a  kitchen  at  the  northeast 
end.  The  beds,  bedding,  stoves,  and  all  other  furniture,  were 
supplied  from  the  island  ;  but  during  the  last  month  we  have 
received  from  the  Surgeon-General  a  supply  of  bedding,  &c., 
which  has  been  of  great  service,  and  the  building  is  now  in 
good  condition. 

The  island,  surrounded  as  it  is  by  water,  supplied  with  an 
abundance  of  pure  air,  and  removed  from  all  deleterious 
influences,  seems  admirably  adapted  for  invalids,  and  consider- 
ing the  habits  of  many  of  the  patients,  its  distance  from  the 
city  is  an  advantage. 
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It  has  been  impossible  to  keep  the  accounts  of  this  hospital 
distinct  from  those  of  the  island  generally,  and  only  an  approxi- 
mate estimate  of  this  expense  can  be  made.  The  average  weekly 
cost  per  head,  of  the  inmates  of  the  island  for  the  past  year,  has 
been  $5.32.  This  excessive  cost  arises  from  the  fact  that  our 
hospital  contained  but  34  inmates  at  the  beginning  of  the  year, 
and  at  no  time  since  then  has  it  been  more  than  half  full.  To 
this  average  weekly  cost,  I  have  added  the  increased  expanse  of 
the  superior  rations  furnished  the  soldiers,  making  the  amount 
$6.50  per  week  for  each  of  these  patients. 

Of  course,  had  the  island  been  full,  the  average  expense 
would  have  been  greatly  reduced,  but  there  seemed  to  be  no 
other  way  of  arriving  at  a  definite  result. 

The  first  patient  was  admitted  June  28,  and  61  have  been 
received  since  that  date.  The  following  list  contains  their 
names,  diseases,  and  results  of  treatment.
